prison management as well asin other affairs will note willi 
satisfaction the step taken by the Nriw York superintendent of 
state prisons in issuing an order to the wardens to the effect 
that greater restrictions must be placed on the nmates.. Due 
to Hie lack of sufficient care in the guarding of prisoners there 
have been altogether too many escapes from New York prisons 
in the last few months. The tolal since March 1 is 35. 
Of 


• this number sixteen escaped from one prison and ten from an- 


other. This is a bad record. 
It shows loose 'methods or great 


laxness, or both, and it is high time that steps should be taken 
Icxcorrecf the condition. 
The superintendent makes it plain 


that there is to be no brutality or undue severity in prison man- 
agement, builfays emphatically 'that discipline must obtain for 
the good of the prison department. 


This is a just and sensible stand. No one wants prisoners 


abused or, mistreated in any way, but society has a right to 
demand that when a person has been convicted of crime and 
imprisoned he should be kept where he belongs until he is 
legally released. Large sums of money are expended in de- 
tecfing-aud convict!ng-criiiuuaIs, and of this there is no com- 
plaint. But when the work lias been done the tax payers have 
a right to protest against methods so slack as to admit of so 
many .escapes as there have been in New York state since last 
March-. 
One of the escaped men was a murderer who got 


• -away from Sing Sing six weeks ago, and who was picked up in 


Massachusetts last week and returned. He said that since his 
•escape be had been as far west as Aiizun:i. 
He finally ven- 


tured to return to the town where his family is living and was 
' nabbed by an oflicer who knew him, and knew that the Sing 
Sing authorities were scouring the country for him. 
: 


There have always been occasional escapes fr'oin prison and 


(here probably always will be, but there is something radically 
wrong when such escapes become comparatively coirimon. 
The "good fellow" business may have its place in prison man- 
agement, but it ought not to be carried to the extent of per- 
mitting prisoners to decide whether they will depart or remain. 


To say nothing of the needless costs incurred by these.es- 


c.ipt-s, tlieyjmisl necessarily have a demoralizing effect upon 
the other prisoners. It is time to put up the bars, and to put 


_them up so they will slay. • For the good of convicts and the 


good of Hie public escapes from prisons should lie of rare oc- 


. cuh-ence, aiid steps to make them so cannot be taken top soon 


or loo firmly.
